IRTS Contest News 


Six IRTS members formed the team operating the IRTS Headquarters Station, call 
sign EIOHQ, for the IARU HF World Championship contest last weekend, 8th/9th 
July, and between them made more than three thousand QSOs. Propagation on the 
higher frequency bands was limited, however 20 metres was open for much of the 24 
hours. The next big international contest is the RSGB Islands On The Air contest, 
taking place over the weekend of 29th/30th July. This contest is always well supported 
by EI and GI stations. Expect to hear some Irish offshore islands during the contest: 
the announced operations to date include activations of Tory Island and Bere Island.

He will be QRV 
from 18th July as 8Q7PW. Activity will be on SSB and some Digital. Logs will be 
uploaded to Logbook of The World and QSLs should be sent via his home callsign. 


A group of Russian operators will activate Iony Island from 18th to 22nd July using 
the callsign RIOC. The island was last on the air in 1990 (as EKOAC) so demand for 
this one is expected to be high. The IOTA reference is AS-069 and QSL Manager is 
R7AL. 


Tim VE6SH will sign V29SH from the island of Antigua from 23rd July to 5th 
August. This is a holiday style operation and he will be mainly on 30m and 17m. 
QSLs go via the home call. 


Prefix chasers may be interested in SC40VIC. This is a special event station to 
celebrate the 40th birthday of the Swedish Crown Princess Victoria. The station will 
be on the air until the end of 2017. The QSL manager is SM6JSM.
